If, in the. possession, or the exertion of the qualities necessary in the discharge of its 
multifarious duties, I shall fall short, I fcel confident that the generosity and candour 
which have always characterized the representatives of Vermont, will be extended tome. 

Perhaps the most difficult requirement, of one in the station you have assigned me, is 
that which calls upon him to check the ebulitions of passion, which at times occur, when. 
in the heat of debate, parties in dispute forget the salutary rules of decorum, and break 
over the boundaries of propriety, which they, in cooler moments, would be disposed to 
reverence and obey. Then is decision and discrimination required on the part of the 
speaker, and its exercise, although a painful, becomes an imperious duty. . 

Happily for me, the prospects before the present session are of the most auspicious 
kind. No question will, probably, be agitated, on which violent debates will be excited ; 
and [ trust that each and all will proceed, in their respective duties, with alacrity and 
good will; and that all the wisdom, and the talent; and all the acquirement of the house, 
will be contributed te advance the general welfare of the state.

SPLECH. 
GFNTLEMEN OF THE COUNCIL, 
AND OF THE Howse oF REPRESENTATIVES: 

IN assembling to discharge the duties of the respective trusts confided to us by our 
fellow-citizens, we should not delay the acknowledgement of our sincere gratitude to Al- 
mighty God, for the happy circumstances, and the flattering prespects, under which we 
are permitted to meet 

Our country steadily and rapidly advances in her march tò that elevation, which she 
appears destined to reach, and which constitutes the highest happiness, as well as great- 
ness of a nation. The administration of her government, has, indeed, passed from the 
hands of the last revolutionary patriot. who will probably ever direct her course. But 
it is a source of great felicity, that the succession has fallen on a statesman and patriot of 
the present day, whose transcendant talents, extensive experience,and purity of character, 
furnish an unfailing pledge, that, under his guidance, her progress, to say the least, will 
be unimpeded and untarnished. 

In confining our view to this state—our constitutional sphere of action, we are then by 
no means destitute of solid grounds of gratification, and of pride. - There is abundant evi- 
dence of her increasing progress in wealth and population, and in the cultivation of the 
mind, and the morals; of the improvement of her agricultural, manufacturing and com- 
mercial interests; and of the prevalence of an unusual degree of harmony and good feel- 
ing, throughout the whole community. 

As the representatives of the state, to whom are entrusted, for the time being, the pro- 
tection of these interests, and the preservation of these blessings, let us not lose sight of 
the confidence reposed in us, or the responsibility we have assumed. Regardless alike of 
every consideration of fear, or favour, we should pursue the way marked out by the con- 
stitution, prompt in our decisions, though not rash, and firm in our purposes, but not 
stubborn ; aiming only at the main objects of our appointment—the permanent prosperity, 
respectability and happiness of the state. 

The views which I have heretofore expressed to the legislature, on the subjects of edu- 
eation, of the militia, and of imprisonmeni for debt, remain unchanged. These important 
interests are referred to, as deserving your particular attention. 

Ido not perceive that we can, with propriety, at this time, adopt any measures for a 
further increase of the funds annually raised for the support of schools; but it is worthy 
of consideration, whether the regulations for the expenditure of those funds, can not be 
improved, so as to lead to results more extensively beneficial, than are at present produ- 
ced. A proposition was before the legislature, at the last session, to eommence the crea- 
tion of a permanent school fund, and was postponed to the present. Ifsuch an object 
could be effected, though it were but asmall beginning, and with a distant prospect of 
actual usefulness, the state, at some future day, might be greatly benefitted by it, and 
have reason to bless the memory of those, who shall have laid the noble foundation. 

When we find that the very first clause in the constitution of the United States, pro- 
nounces it one of the principal objects ofits establishment, to “promote the general wel- 
fare,” and when we reflect that this welfare is inseparably connected with the diffusion of 
knowledge, we can not but be struck with astonishment, that the General Government, 
with such ample means as it possesses, should so long haye delayed to lend its direct and 
efficient aid io the general purposes of education. In this era of peace, and of increasmg 
attention to the internal condition of the country, may we not be permitted te hope, that 
the present administration will not suffer to go ungathered so rich a harvest of glory, as 
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would spring from the adoption of measures, by which all the states would be enabled, 
without pressure to their inhabitants, to impart, to every useful extent, the inestimable 
blessings of education. 

As it regardsthe militia, if nothing more should be done, there are some difficulties ini 


the execution of the existing laws, which, in my opinion, should be removed by an addi- - 


tional act. These I will point out to the military committee, instead ofswelling this com- 
munication with their Getails. I would likewise observe, that, on account of the addition 
to the number of companies since the act of 1819, which provides for furnishing the offi- 
cers with the system of military discipline, adopted by law, a further provision of the same 
nature has become nécessary. And as it respects that provision, permit me to suggest the 
importance of directing, that each commander of a company be furnished with a copy of 
the system, instead of an abridgement of the work merely. 

In a special communication, during the last session, in relation to the arms belonging to this 
state, I adverted to the prepriety of collecting, and placing in the custody of the quarter 
master general, all that might remain of 2500 stands ef arms received from the United 
States, and directed by the legisiature in 1832. to be apportioned among the several towns 
and deposited with the selectmen. I am fully confirmed in the expediency of this meas- 
ure, and recommend that provision be mude, the present session, to carry it into effect. 
The public arms should be kept together, that their number and situation might at all 
times be known; especially since measures are in progress for the erection of an arsenal. 

The report of the commissioners appeinted to designate the town in which the arsenal 
should be located, and to purchase a lot of land.on which to erect the same, was received 
about the first of August last. The town of Middlebury has been fixed on, and five acres 
of Land, selected by the commissioners, have been procured at the expense of individuals, 
and duly conveyed to the stais. The season, however, being se far advanced, I considered 
it prudent to suspend any preparations for the commencement of the building, and advised 
the quarter-master-general accordingly. 

Being authorized by the act which provides for printing the compilation of the laws of 
the-state, to appoint an agent to contract for the printing, and likewise a person to super- 
intend the work, in conjunction with the secretary of state, I appointed Daniel Kellogg, 
Esq. to perform those duties. Of the circumstances and progress of the business, you will 
be informed by the agent. 

Under the resolution of the last session, relating to the education of the deaf and dumb, 
Horace Everett and James Elliot, Esquires, were appointed commissioners, to carry the 
same into execution. A report from Mr. Everett will be transmitted to you without de- 
lay. Mr Elliot, in consequence of indisposition, was not able to attend the meeting of 
the commi:-sioners and the directors of the asylum, at Hartford. 

Having given General La Fayette an invitation to visit this state, in pursuance of the 
resolution on that subject, he accordingly passed through the state the latter end of June 
last, entering it at Windsor, and leaving it at Burlington. His time was so limited, that it 
was not in his power to present himself in any parts of the state, not on the route between 
the two places mentioned, But as it was, every practicable arrangement was made, to 
favour the people of the state with an opportunity of beholding this beloved friend and 
patriot. A particular account of the expenses incurred on the part of the state, will be 
laid before you. 

Much anxiety has been manifested, the year past, with respect to the improvement of 
the navigation of Connecticut river, and the junction of its waters with those of Lakes 
Champlain and VMemphremagog. That these are truly schemes of vast importance, will 
not be questioned Our interest is great in all, but in the two latter, it is more exclusive 
than in the first. The consideration, however, that the state only borders on that valua- 
ble river, I trust, will not deprive that part of the subject, of a general solicitude through- 
out the state; as it should always be remembered, that a benefit to any one part of the 
state, without an actual deprivation to the other parts, is a benefit to the whole. But the 
connexion of this plan with the other two, if they should all be executed, at once renders 
it of immediate interest to other important parts of the state, than those in the vicin- 
ity of the river 

At thisperiod ofinternal improvement and enterprize, it is certainly incumbent upon us 
to take some measures, to forward the accomplishment of such public works, in this state, 
as it would be practicable and expedient to execute. The great advantages of canals, 
where there is no natural navigation, appear now to be universally acknowledged. The 
expediency, however, of constructing them, is only admitted, where the circumstances of 
the country through which they are to pass, or the ext ent of the navigation with which 
they are to be connected at the two extremes, will justify the application of the necessary 
means, Instead, therefore, of wasting the public or private resources of the state, by em~ 
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parking in, or encouraging projects requiring large funds, and affording doubtfui evidence 
of utility, for the honour of imitating others, more favourably situated, and possessing more 
ample means, we should proceed with caution—always keeping in view the advantages 
of the work proposed, if practicable, the means necessary for its execution, and the sour- 
ces whence those means are to be derived 

In the beginning of May last, I received a communication from the secretary of the war 
department of the United States, stating, that, in accordance with the wishes expressed by 
the people of the states of Vermont, New-Hampshire, Massachusetts and Connecticut, 
through their representatives in congress, orders had been given, to cause an examination 
and survey to be made, of the country between Lake Memphremagog and the Connecti- 
cut river at Barnet in this state with a view to ascertain the practicability of constructing 
a canal to unite those waters; and alse an examination of the Connecticut river, from 
Lake Connecticut to the tide waters of Long Island sound, to ascertain the practicabliity 
and probable cost of improving the navigation f that river; and that an engineer would 
be at Barnet by the 10th of May, who woulie co-operate with any engineer or commis- 
sioner that might be sent to that place, on the part of this state. Although I felt anxious 
to evince to the national government, our gratification that its attention was directed to 
objects so very interesting to this state, and our disposition to afford all practicable co-op- 
eration, yet I had no authority to incur expense. But arrangements having been made by 
individuals to avoid that, I appointed Horace Everett and Nicholas Baylies, Esq’rs com- 
missioners, for the purpose above mentioned. Of the progress of these surveys, I havenot 
been advised. 

In the month of July last, I was furnished with the proceedings of a public meeting, 
held at this place, on the subject of a canal to unite the waters of Lake Champlain and 
Connecticut river, in pursuance of which J addressed a letter to the secretary of war, re- 
questing that a survey might be made, under the directions of that department, to ascer~ 
tain the practicability and probable expense of such a communication, previous to the 
next session of congress. This was declined on the ground that the number of surveys in 
progress, it was feared, would so nearly absorb the funds at the disposal of the depart- 
ment, applicable to such objects, that it was not deemed prudent to undertake any further. 
surveys the present season. From the interesting connexion, however, already alluded to, 
of all these objects, and which wilt exist even in a national view, we have reason to in- 
dulge the expectation, that this survey will be made by the United States, in the course 
of another season. But ĮI am of the opinion, that the state should provide for making it, 
in case the general government, contrary to our expectation, should still decline to do it. 
A canal across the centre of the state, by any route which would probably be selected, 
would penetrate, a considerable proportion of the way, a fertile and well settled line of 
country, and form the most important connexions at both extremes. The necessary meas- 
ures, therefore, to ascertain its practicability and probable cost, should not, under the ex-- 
isting cireumstanees, be delayed. An ‘examination has been for some time going on, be- 
tween this place and Connecticut river, by individuals who feel interested, the particulars 
of which, it is understood, will be communicated to you, and may be of essential service 
in your deliberations on the subject. 

The time may not be far distant, when the attention of the state may properly be fixed 
on other enterprises of a similar kind; but I do not feel authorised to advise any steps of 
that kind, until it shall have been determined, how far, and in what manner, it will be- 
come necessary to contribute to the great and paramount objects—the improvement of 
the navigation of Connecticut River, and its connexion with Lakes Champlain and Mem- 
phremagog. 

With these views, J would respectfully recommend, that provision be made for the ap- 
pointment of two commissioners, by the legislature, whose duty it shall be te co-operate 
and advise, when necessary, with any engineers employed in this state, under the authori- 
ty of the United States, and to cause such examinations and surveys to be made as the le- 
gislature may direct; and also te correspond with the general government, and with oth- 
er states, on subjects relating te their duties. A suitable appropriation to be placed sub- 
ject to the control of the commissioners, and a reasonable compensation to be paid to them 
for actual services. 

These are all the remarks which have occurred to me as necessary to be made at this 
time; and I have no doubt of their being received and treated with the same spirit of 
frankness, in which they have been submitted. And permit me, in closing, to assure you 
of my cordia! co-operation, in whatever measures you may, in your united and better 
wisdom, deem it proper to adopt, calculated to serve the public interest, however differ- 
ent they may happen to be from any which I have recommended.

The superintendent of the Vermont state prison made the following report, viz.— 
To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont, now in session: 


The following report of the superintendent of the Vermont state prison, relative to the 
discharge of his official duties, and the results of the same, together with an account cur- 
rent, exhibiting the situation of the state prison, ending 30th September, 1825, is respect- 
fully submitted for their consideration. 


In submitting this report to your consideration, the general assembly will notice by re- 
ferring to my report made at the sitting of the last legislature, that a continuation of em- 
ploying the convicts of the state prison on contracts for Messrs. Aborn, Jackson & Greene, 
of Providence, had then about ceased ; and upon closing the weaving contracts with these 
gentlemen, (which was about the first of December last) I found it necessary to pursue a 
different course in order to find employment for the prison for the year to come, than that 
of weaving by contract for others; for upon inquiry and information obtained at several 
of the largest factories in Rhode-Jsland and Massachusetts, I found it entirely out of my 
power to make any contract, or for weaving upon any terms that would warrant a belief 
that the labours of the convicts would come near to the annual expenditures of the pris- 
en. With these views, I believed Icould be justified in taking a different course, know- 
ing that the funds of the institution, together with a small proportion of credit for the 
purchase of stock, would enable me to put in operation as many looms as we have hereto- 
fore employed, and at the same time, that the state by keeping at work all its weaving 
machinery on its own account in making and vending its manufactures and realizing the 
profits from the same, which individuals out of the state have heretofore enjoyed, would 
be doing far better than have been realized from contracts for past years. In this manner 
{ have directed the labours of the prison, exclusively for the state, since the month of De- 
cember last ; and I am happy to inform the general assembly, that the result has been full 
equal to my expectations, having received a sufficiency from the avails of the labour equal 
to the sum drawn from the treasury, alse to meet all other expenses of the institution for 
the past year, (the ordinary wear of tools excepted) and leave a balance as nett profit of 
one thousand one hundred and thirty dollars in favour of the prison. 


The general assembly will perceive that the state prison, which has been gradually ad- 
vancing for several years past in the weaving vf cotton cloth, has now become a large 
' manufacturing establishment „and one of no ordinary class and character as to the amount 

of labour done, and the quality of its goods manufactured ; for I am warranted in believ- 
ing, that the state prison goods, for firmness of weaving, durability of its colours, and for 
variety arid beauty of its figures, will bear a fair competition with any other American, 
goods of that kind which are put into market for sale; and each year’s experience | have 
had, since I was honoured with the appointment of superintendent, has enabled me to dise 
cover where imprevements might be made, not only in the kinds of manufacture to be 
pursued, but also to hold forth such encouragements to the convicts within the limits of 
propriety, as will best secure the greatest quantity of labour to be done. This year a 
larger amount of weaving has been completed than in any precedmg year, having exceed- 
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ed one hundred and forty-six thousand yards, and a greater proportion of bed-ticking 
than usual. ` 


The general assembly having passed an act at the last sitting of the legislature, “ Tax~- 
ing persons who visit the prison from curiosity,” it may not be improper to report at this 
time, that the sum received agreeable to the provision of said act, amounts to two hun- 
dred fifty-eight dollars and seventy-five cents, which has been paid over by the warden to 
the superintendent for the benefit of the institution. i

RULES OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES FOR THE 
PRESENT SESSION. 
OF THE FORMATION AND DAILY MEETING OF THE HOUSE. 

First.—The credentials of the members shall be presented to the secretary of state, or 
in his absence, the clerk of the house for the preceding year, either in the morning of the 
day of election, or on the day preceding; who shall make out a list, by counties, of such 
members as shall have presented their credentials ; and shall take his seat in the house, at 
nine o’clock in the morning of the day of election, and having called to order, shall pro- 
ceed to call the members, and when a quorum shall have taken their seats they shall, 
(having first taken the necessary oaths,) proceed to the choice of a speaker and clerk pro 
tem. and on the nomination of the speaker, shall appoint a committee, consisting of three 
members from each county, to join such committee as the governor and council may ap-~ 
point, to receive, sort, and count the votes for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Treasurer 
and Councillors. 

Second.—The house shall meet every day, (Sundays excepted) at 9 o'clock in the 
morning, and at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise specially ordered. 

OF COMMITTEES. 

First.—At the commencement of each session, the following committees shall be ap- 
pointed, viz: 

A committee of three members, to report the unfinished business of the last session. 

A commitee of three members, to report rules of the house, 

A committee consisting of seven members, who shall take into consideration all matters 
relating to the election of the members, to be denominated the committee of Elections. 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con-

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shail take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to the judiciary; to be denominated the Jud:czary Commit- 
tee. 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all claims against the state ; to be denominated the committee of Cluzme. 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to roads and canals; to be denominated the committee on 
Raads and Canals. 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to acts of suspension or insolvency; to be denominated the 
committee of Jnselvency. 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take inte cen- 
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sideration all matters relating to domestic manufactures; to be denominated the commit- 
tee of Manujactures. 
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A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to agriculture ; to be denominated the committee of Agricul- 
ture. 


A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to land taxes; to be denominated the Land Tax Com- 
mittee. . 


A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, to take in consideration 
all petitions for new trials; to be denominated the committee of New Trials. 


A committee of one member from each county, to make up the General List. 


A committee of one member from each county, to join from council, to take into consid- 
eration all subjects referred to a member of each county ; to be denominated the Generat 
committee. 


A committee of four members, to join from council, to take into consideration all litera- 
ry and scientific subjects; to be denominated the committee on Education. 


Second.—No committee shall sit during the sessions of the house, without leave from 
the house, 


Third.—All committees shall have a right to report by bill. 


Fourth.—All committees, except the one, the appointment of which is provided for in 
the first article of the rules. shall be appointed by the speaker, but any appointment made 
by the speaker, may, on motion of a member, be overruled by the house, in which case 
the house shall, on the nomination of a member, immediately fill the vacancy. 


Fifth —Any member may excuse himself from serving on any committee, if at the time 
of his appointment he shall be a member of three other committees. 


Sixth.—When the house shall have ordered the appointment of a committee, the speak- 
er shall be entitled to one recess of the house, in which to make the appointment. 


OF THE RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER AND OTHER MEMBERS. 


First.—The speaker shall take the chair, at the hour to which the house stands ad- 
journed, and when a quorum shall have assembled, he shall call to order and proceed to 
business; causing the journals of the preceding day to be read at the opening of the 
house on each day . He shall preserve order, and may speak on all questions of order, in 
preference to any other member, rising from his seat for that purpose, and shall decide on 
all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the house. 


Second —In case of any disturbance or disorderly corduct in the gallery or lobby, the 
speaker may cause the same to be cleared. 


Thrd.—If any member, in speaking, or otherwise, transgress the rules of the house, the 
speaker shall, er any other member may, call to order. in which case, the member so call- 
ed to order, shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain, and the house shall if 
appealed to, decide the same without debate. Ifthe decision be in favour of the member 
called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed—if otherwise, and the case require, he 
shall be liable to the censure of the house. 


Fourth.—No member shall speak more than twice to the same question, without per- 
mission from, the house, nor shall he speak a second time while the floor is claimed by a 
member who has not spoken to the question under consideration. 


Fifth.—No member shall absent himself from the service of the house, unless he has 
leave of absence, is sick, or unable to attend. 


Stxih.—The yeas and nays shall be ordered on. any question, on motion of a member 
sustained by at least twenty members present; and when taken, every member present 
shall vote, unless excused by the house; but no member shall be compelled to vote who 
Was not present when the question was stated from the chair, nor shall any one be per- 
mitted to vote, who was not present when his name was called. 


Seventh.—No member in the minority, or who did not vote on any question, shall have 
a right to move for re-consideration thereof, nor shall a motion for re-consideration be in 
order, unless made within forty eight hours after the passing of such vote. 


Eigiih.—No member shall call for the yeas and pays, on any question, after a vote 
thereon shall have been declared by the speaker. 
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Ainth.—Every member, on presenting a resolution, shali state, shortly, the object of it, 
and shall be held responsible for the decency of expression used therein. 

Tenth.—Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the mover, if required by the 
speaker, or any other member. 


Eleventh.—The speaker shall have a right to call upon a member to discharge the du- 
ties of the chair, whenever from indisposition, or other cause, he shall find it necessary 
temporarily to retire from it; and when the house shall have resolved to go into commit- 
tee of the whole, the chairman shall be named by the speaker. 

T'welfth.—All petitions shall be referred to a committee without reading, unless the 
reading shall be demanded by a member, 


Thirteenth. —The house having decided on any question it shall not again be brought 
before the house, in any form whatever, during the same session. 
Fourteenth. —The speaker shall, at the commencement of every session, appoint a door- 
keeper, and such number of officers to attend the house, as he may think necessary. 


Fifteenth.—No motion to amend the rules of the house shall be acted upon, until it 
shall have been before the house, at least twenty-four hours. 


Sixreenth.—Any petition which shall not be presented to the house, on or before the 
eighth day of the session, shall be dismissed.

Second.—No bill shall pass the house until it shall have been read three several times, 
the last of which, shall be at least twenty-four hours after the first reading, and the second 
and third reading of all bills of a public nature. shall be ordered for some particular dav. 

Third.—Every bill shall be engrossed before it is read a third time, and at the third 
reading, it shall not be amended in the house, unless by unanimous consent; but it may 
be committed for amendment. 

Fourth—All private bills shall be read a second time by hei titles only, unless the 
reading shall be called for by a member. 

OF MOTIONS. 

First.—A motion to adjourn shall be always in order, and shall be determined without 
debate. 

Second.—Motions or bills shall be sustained in the following order :—

2d—To postpone to the next session of the legislature. 
3d—Tvo postpone to a day certain.

6th—To amend.

The undersigned commissioner, appointed under a resolution of the general assembly 
of the 21st October, 1824, for the purpose of conferring with the directors of the Ameri- 
can asylum, and with commissioners from the states therein mentioned, on the subject of 
providing for the education of the deaf and dumb, respectfully submits the following 


i : REPORT. 


Commissioners from the states of Maine, Massachusetts, New-Hampshire and Vermont, 
appointed under corresponding resolutions. convened at the city of Hartford, on the 25th 
of January last. They were met by a committee of the directors of the asylum, who af- 
forded the necessary facilities for an examination of the institution: The result of which, 
with the resolutions of the directors of the 27th of January, is now communicated. 

The American asylum commenced in the year 1817, under an act of incorporation of 
the state of Connecticut, on the broad basis of a general charity. On this principle its 
funds have been granted and distributed. And it was the object of the directors in soli- 
eiting the attention of the commissioners to this institution, to extend the benefits of its 
funds équally to the deaf and dumb of those states that should accept their propesitions. 
It is believed that one institution is sufficient for the education of the deaf and dumb of 
the six eastern states, 

The annexed resolutions of the directors contemplate the annual expenditure of the in- 
come of the funds, and its equal application to the education of all indigent pupils. By a 
subsequent resolution of the board, contained in their ninth annual report, no distinction 
is made at the asylum between indigent and other pupils.—And it is left to the states, ac- 
cepting their propositions, to designate the objects of their bounty, and to the wealthy to 
accept the aid of the funds of the institutition or not, as they shall think proper. The 
ages most suitable for instruction are from fourteen to twenty-five.—Pupils are, however, 
received from ten to thirty. By the first resolution of the directors, the sum for which 
pupils wil be received for the present year, commencing on the last Wednesday of May, 
is fixed at one hundred ‘and fifteen dollars; and no charge is made for residence or deduc- 
tion for absence during vacations. The time for the admission of pupils is on_the fourth 
Wednesday of May, at the close of the spring vacation. 

The value of the propositions of the directors will appear by a statement of the situa- 
tion, funds, &c. of the institution. 

The buildings for the accommodation of the pupils are large and commodious, of dura- 

. ble materials, ‘erected on a commanding and healthy situation, and sufficient to contain 


one hundred and twenty pupils; and which, with lands around them, and necessary fur- 
niture, cost $36,987 06. 
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The property of the institution has arisen from private donations and from 
a grant of congress of 23,000 acres of land in Alabama, which has been 
located under the direction of the directors, and of which, 25,141 acres 
have been sold. —The productive fund consisting of bank stock and debts 


on interest the 25th January, 1825, was, - - - - - $85,423 87

Being only fifty cents less than the proposition of the directors. It will also be remember- 
ed, that as the productive fund increases, the sum to be paid by the pupil will be lessen- 
ed; and that that sum will be annually settled according to the situation of the funds. 

The pupils are under the care and instruction of a Principal, the Rev. Mr. Gallaudet, 

and four assistants, Messrs. Clerc, Turner, Platt and Brinsmaid, of whose talents and in- 
dustry, the proficiency of the pupils afforded the most satisfactory evidence. The sala- 
ries of the instructors are from $1200 to $700, and wil: be increased the present year.— 
So great is the labour required—so few the number qualified for instructors, and so great 
is the demand for the best qualified, that they cannot be retained on small salaries. An 
additional instructor is required for every sixteen additipnal pupils. , 
In addition to the ordinary branches of an English education, the pupils are instructed in 
various mechanic arts. They may be instructed in the trades of cutlers, shoemakers, 
tailors, joiners, cabinet-makers, and chair-makers. As this kind of instruction does not 
_ afford a profit to the institution, no allowance is made for the labour of the pupils. 

Every attention is paid to the health and comfort, deportment and morals of the pupils, 
that the most anxious parent could desire; and they exhibit a degree of attachment to 
each other and to their instructors, and a general appearance of contentment rarely wit- 
nessed in other seminaries. : 

It is understood that the states of Maine, Massachusetts, and New-Hampshire, since the 

‘report of their commissioners, have made provision for the education of a certain number 
of their deaf and dumb at the American asylum. The number_of that class in this state, 
who are the proper subjects of education and of charity, is not known. To some, partial 
relief only would be wanting. Further information on this subject is necessary, but ne- 
cessary only for the purpose of ascertaining the extent of the relief required. 

It has already been suggested, that one institution for the education of the deaf and 
dumb is sufficient for the states of Maine, Massachusetts, New-Hampshire, Vermont, Gon- 
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necticut and Rhode-Island. From the best information obtained, it is probable that the 
whole number of the deaf and dumb in those states, does not exceed one thousand. Of 
this number, in reference to the census of those states, there would be between the ages 
of fourteen and twenty-five, only two hundred and twenty-two ;—of this number, only 
about two-thirds would be proper subjects of education, or, one hundred and forty-eight, 
which may be considered as the permanent number of pupils from those states: Of this 
number, a considerable proportion would not be the objects of charity; and should the num- 
ber of pupils be permanently one hundred and fifty, the funds of the asylum will be event- 
ually sufficient to reduce the sum to be paid by each, to one hundred dollars. 

It may, perhaps, be unnecesary to add, that the board of directors have the entire con- 
fidence of the public, and that the principle of their resolutions were unanimously appro- 
ved by the commissioners.

The following proceedings of the directors of the American asylum, accompanied said 
report, Viz.— 


At a meeting of the directors of the American asylum, at Hartford, for the education 
and instruction of the deaf and dumb, held at Bennet’s hotel, on Thursday, January 27th, 
1825, a quorum present—Hon. Nathaniel Terry in the chair— 

The committee appointed to confer with the commissioners from the states of Massachu- 
setts, New-Hampshire, Vermont and Maine, made a report, as on file; whereupon the 


following preamble and resolutions were adopted :— 


Whereas, The states of Massachusetts, New-Hampshire, Vermont and Maine, have sent 
commissioners to examine into the state and condition of thisinstitution, as it respects its 
funds, and the instruction, treatment and employment of the pupils; and to ascertain the 
terms and conditions upon which the deaf and dumb who may be sent to the asylum by 
those states will be received, Now, therefore, it is hereby 


Resolved, That we will receive the deaf and dumb who may be sent to the asylum by 
the states aforesaid, respectively, or stich of them as shall agree to our proposals, for the 
sum of one hundred and fifteen dollars per annum, for each pupil,’and for that sum to 
furnish such pupils with irstruction, board, washing and lodging, and stationary for the 
school-rooms, and to;teach them mechanic trades, as is herein after specified ; and that the 
sum aforesaid shall be varied from year to year, as the state of the funds shall warrant— 
such sum to be fixed by the directors at the commencement of each year, and to continue 
for one year, the year to commence on the last Wednesday of May; the money to be paid 
in advance, semi-annually, And further 


Resolved, That the board of directors will act in future, as they have done heretofore, 
upon the principle of making the charity with which they are intrusted, as extensively 
useful as possible, and for that purpose to expend all that they have aright by law to ex- 
pend, (the product of their fund) and to distribute it with an impartial hand, extending 
its benefits equally, not only to the states aforesaid, but to all other states in the Union 
who may send their deaf and'dumb to the asylum, upon the terms and conditions contain- 
ed in this resolutien—also to indigent individuals, so that as our fund increases, (as we 
may reasonably expect will be the case) the sum to be received, ds aforesaid, for instruc- 
tion, &c. will be lessened from time to time, always calculating to expend during the 
year, the income of the year, after reserving such sum as the directors shall deem meet, 
for contingent and unforeseen expenses. And further 


Resolved, That whereas it is considered important that the deaf and dumb should be 
instructed in some useful art or trade, whereby they may be enabled to support them- 
selves by their labour, after having received their education, and therefore they will be 
considered subject to the direction of the institution; who are to use their discretion in 
this respect, unless directions shall otherwise be given, by the state, parent, or guardian, 
who shall have sent them, and they will be taught such arts or trades as shall be taught ` 
at the asylum, and such as shall be deemed suitable and proper for them respectively. 

And whereas it is necessary, not only for the good of the pupils, but for the convenience 
of the asylum, that every pupil should continue at least four years, that being the least 
time within which they can acquire even an ordinary education, 


Resolved, That it is expected, as a general rule, that no one will be plaeed here for a 
less term than four years. 


If is understood, that the privilege of participating in the funds, in common with 
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other states accepting these propositions, and of indigent individuals, is to be consider- 
ed as permanent. -

The report of Horace Everett, Esq. commissioner to co-operate with the engineer, em- 
ployed by the United States, in certain surveys in this state, and which accompanied the 
above communication of his excellency, is as follows, viz.— 


Windsor, 10th October, 1825. 


His Excellency, Corwezrus P. Van NEss, 

Srr—TIn pursuance of your appointment as commissioner to co-operate with the United 
States’ engineer in the survey of canal routes on Connecticut river to lake Memphrema- 
gog, in the month of August last, [ joined the engineer on the survey of a canal route, from 
the lake, at Derby, to the river at Brunswick. Prior to this time, the engineer had sur- 
veyed two routes from Barnet to the lake; one through Danville, and the other through 
St. Johnsbury, &c. And since that time, a survey has been made from the lake Con- 
necticut to Barnet. Iam not prepared to submit the results of these surveys; and it is 
not probable they will be completed in season to be communicated during the present ses- 
sion of the legislature. Should I however receive any further information on the subject,. 
it will be immediately transmitted to you. i . 

A survey of Connecticut river from Barnet to Hartford, Connecticut, has been comple- 
ted during the'last sammer. It has been made, principally, with a view to the improve- 
ment of the navigation of the river, and the result warrants the confident expectation, 
that such improvements may be made, as will give three feet of water in the dryest sea- 
son, and render the use of steam-boats practicable. This survey has been ‘made under 
the direction and at the expense of the Connecticut River Company, incorporated in the 
state of Connecticut, with a view to an enlarged plan of improvement, in which it was 
expected the companies, incorporated in this state, and in New-Hampshire, and those in 
Massachusetts would co-operate. It is, however, now deemed necessary, in order to se- 
cure an unity of plan and operation, that those companies should be consolidated, or one 
company incorporated in the several states, with all the powers necessary for the object. 

As the interior canals, in the eastern section of the state, depend, entirely, on the im~ 
provement of the navigation of Connecticut river, it cannot be expected that they will be 
commenced, until that is in a state of forwardness, It is, however, deemed of importance 
that the practicability of the interior routes should be ascertained at an early period. 

A variety of routes have been contemplated.— Those from lake Memphremagog to lake 
Champlain—from lake Champlain to Conner ticut river—from Rutland to lake Cham- 
plam, and from Manchester to the Hudson have not yet been explored. The first sur- 
veys might be made under the direction of a board of internal improvement, by engineers 
of our own state, with sufficient accuracy to ascertain the practicability, and to afford da~- 
ta, by which the probable expense might be determined.

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REPORT, 


To the Hon. the General Assembly of the State of Vermont, 
. now sitting: ` 

The committee on elections, to whom was referred the remonstrance of Harvey Church 
and others, against the election cf John P. Colburn, Esq. the representative from the 
town of Fairhaven, and praying that he may not be admitted to a seat in your honoura- 
ble body, respectfully report the following statement of facts, as the only ones proved to 
the satisfaction of your committee, having any bearing upon the subject of said remon- 
strance, to wit: 

The said John P. Colburn is the son of Stephen Colburn of said Fairhaven.—That 
the said Stephen Colburn was born in the late colony, now state of Massachusetts, in the 
year 1763, and there-resided until the year 1781.—That, in the year last mentioned, he - 
served in the militia of said state, the term of three months; and also, in the same year, 
removed to the British province of New-Brunswick, where he remained urtil the year 
1807, when he came to Castleton, in this state, and has resided in the county of Rutland 
ever since The said John P. Colburn was born in the said province of New-Brunswick, 
and came into this state in the year 1808, about four months previous to his arriving at 
the age of twenty-one years; and that he has never been naturalized according to the 
laws of the United States. 

Your committee are duly impressed with the importance of the question arising out of 
the foregoing facts—a question, which, so far as they ure informed, is now for the first time 
presented for the deliberation and decision of this house. ' i 5 

Without waiting to give the subject that full investigation which its importance would 
probably warrant, your committee are willing to lose no time in laying it before the house 
in order that a precedent may be established, on fuli consideration, to govern in all cases 
of a similar nature hereafter. This question appears to be; ean a person, born under a 
foreign and independent jurisdiction, to which while he there continues, he owes allegi- 
ance, under the constitution and laws of this state, hold and exercise the rights and pow- 
ers of a member of the general assembly? 

In seeking for an answer to this question, we are.led in the first place to consult the 
constitution itself; and here we find the following provision, to wit: 

* Sec. 39.--Every person of good character, who comes to settle in this state, having 
“ first taken an oath or affirmation of allegiance to the same, may purchase, or by other 
‘just means acquire, hold and transfer, land or other real estate, and after one year’s res- 
“idence, shall be deemed a free denizen thereof, and entitled to all rights of a natural born 
“ subject of this state, except that he shall not be capable of being elected governor, lieu- 
“tenant governor, treasurer, councillor or representative in assembly until after two years 
residence.” s 

This would seem to furnish an answer at once, were we not struck with the palpable 
absurdity involved in the supposition that the wise framers of that instrument neglected 
to provide any other safeguard against the contingency of a foreigner, having no interest 
incommon with us, rising to the responsible station of a legislator, except the very easy 
condition of having resided in the state two years, and being of a good character. On the 
same easy conditions, he might be exalted to the highest oifice in the state. We cannot 
therefore, believe that this article was ever intended to furnish a rule for the naturaliza- 
tion of foreigners; hut should be so construed as to extend only to natural born citizens of 
the United States, and such as have been already naturalized. But your committee can- 
not believe that the representative from Fairhaven is of that description of persons, who 
are ineligible to office here without being naturalized, according to the laws of congress 
Your committee believe that Stephen Colburn, having been a natural born citizen of the ° 
colony of Massachuse ts, end continuing there until after the ties of allegiance to Great 
Britain were dissclved, by the declaration ef independence, and not having renewed his 
obligations :o that government during his residence in New+Brunswick, was fully entitled 
to the rights of a natural born citizen, when he came to reside in this state, and that his 
son, though born there. yet coming into this state under the age of twenty-one years, did 
on arriving at that age, acquire and possess all the rights and privileges of his father. 
a committee, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following resolution, to 

Resolved, By the General Assembly of the State of Vermont, That the Hon. John P. 
Colburn, the representative returned a member of this house from the town of Fairhaven, 
is justly entitled to hold and exercise the rights and powers of that office, and that the re- 
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monstrance of Harvey Church and others, against the election of the said Colburn be dis- 


missed.

The enclosed communication from James Fisk, Esq. collector of the customs for the 
district of Vermont, is as follows, viz.— : 


Collector’s Office, Swanton, Vt. Oct. 13, 1825, 


His Excellency C. P Van Ness, Governor of the State of Vermont, 

Srr—Congress, at their last session, appropriated four thousand dollars, for building a 
light-house, at or near the mouth of Burlington harbour in this state. Juniper Island, in 
said harbour. has been selected as the scite to place the light on; and I am instructed, by 
the treasury department, to purchase it, if to be obtained for two hundred dollars, and 
this state will cede the jurisdiction thereof to the United States. l 

The fee of this island is vested in the minor heirs of Mix Mitchell, Esq. late of Burlinge 
ton, deceased, and therefore, not certain, though highly probable, that it may be pur- 
chased. But in case it eannot be purchased, the light-house will be placed on Apple-tree 
Point, on the north side of Burlington harbour, provided this state cedes to the United 
States the jurisdiction over five acres off of the southerly end of said point; and as there 
will not be time, before the termination of this session of the legislature, to ascertain 
whether Juniper Island can, or cannot be purchased for the above purpose, nor can the 
building of the light-house be commenced until a cession of the jurisdiction over the scite 
is made to the United States; which, if put off until the next meeting of the legislature, 
will delay the building one year. I therefore respectfully request through you, the legis- 
lature of this state, to pass a provisional act, ceding to the United States the jurisdiction 
over Juniper Island, in case the light-house is placed there—if not, then over the afore- 
said five acres off of the southerly end of Apple-tree Point, in case the light-house is erect- 
ed on the same. `

Sir~—For the information of the house of representatives, I have the honour to send 
you the enclosed communication from the agent to contract for, and superintend the print- 
ing of the compilation of laws of this state. :

The communication accompanying the above is as follows, viz.— 


His Excellency C. P. Van Ness: 


Srr—lI have to inform your excellency, that in pursuance of the trust reposed in me, as 
agent in behalf of the state, to contract for the printing of the laws of this state, as compi- 
led by William Slade, Jr. Esquire, I transmitted to the several printers a statement of the 
manner in which the work was to be executed, with a request that they would forward to 
me their proposals for the contract. Upon the receipt of their proposals, I selected those 
made by Mr. Simeon Ide, of Windsor; they being deemed the most favourable and ad- 
vantageous to the state. A contract was accordingly concluded with Mr. Ide, for the fur- 
nishing of all the materials necessary, and for the printing, binding and delivery of three 
thousand copies of the work, at Montpelier, on the twenty-fifth day of the present month, 
at four dollars and eighteen cents a page, for each page contained in one copy of said 
work, 

The printing of the whole number of copies contained in the contract, has been comple- 
ted; and‘five hundred and forty-three have been bound and delivered at the state-house, 
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in Montpelier, which I have accepted, in part performance of the contract, and which are 
now subject to the order of the legislature. Ascertaining that the work, if bound and 
properly beat immediately after it was out of the press, would be materially injured in its 
appearance, I directed Mr. Ide to suspend the bindmg of the remainder until the sheets, 
many of which are yet green, shall have become more thoroughly seasoned. The work 
is found to contain seven hundred and fifty-six pages, which at the price stipulated in the 
contract, amounts to three thousand one hundred and sixty dollars and eight cents; of 
which sum Mr. Ide has received five hundred dollars, by a draft upon the treasury. Iam 
informed by Mr Ide, and have reason to believe, that he sustains a loss by the contract, 
‘which he requests me to state in this report.

into the propriety of establishing a state lottery, &c. to whom also was referred so much 
of his excellency’s speech as relates to the education of the deaf and dumb; and also so. 
much thereof as relates to education, schools and school funds, made the following report, 
viz. 


To the General Assembly, now sitting : 


The committee on education, to whom was referred so much of his excellency’s speech 
as relates to education, schools, and school funds, and to the education of the deaf anà 
dumb, having investigated the several subjects so far as the means and opportunities af- 
` forded them permitted, submit to the general assembly the accompanying bili, which in 
their view embraces the most feasible measures, in conjunction with other reports here- 
with submitted, that the circumstances of the state at present admit. 

It is conceived that the importance of the subject referred, and the novel measure to 
which the consideration of the general assembly is now called, requires some further ex- 
planation of the views of the committee, than is generally contained in usual reports. 

Your committee, from the examinations made, find that many of eur common schools 
languish under embarrassments and wants, which can only be gradually relieved. To 
these schools, diffused as they are through every section of the state, we ought to extend 
a fostering hand, because the public welfare and the stability and permanency of our free 
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institutions depend very much upon the diffusion of general information and in enlarging 
the minds and elevating the character of the middling and lower classes. These classes 
are the “ strength and sinews of the nation.” And it may be remarked that they have 
not generally receive an equivalent equal to their invaluable services rendered to the 
state. 

The era upon which we have entered, has awakened more enlightened views and a 
mare lively and deeper interest towards this portion of our population. The institution 
of lotteries has been resorted to by our sister states as a system of means for-the promotion 
of education and hterature, and your committee are ef opinion thatif the adoption of 
such a measure is justifiable in any case, it may be in our own; where the benefits touch 
immediately ‘he welfare of all, and wherc no other fund can be found or created, to re- 
lieve public wants except its proceeds; and where from the object patronized, the good 
derivable is apparently more than commensurate with the evils tobe feared. The ob- 
jectsto which the bill proposes to apply the profits of a lottery, is surely a laudable one. 
This sentiment has had its due influence on the minds of your committee; and under a 
hope that many of our serious and sober citizens, who hesitate, may be conciliated and 
induced to patronize such a measure; not for the ignoble purpose of acquiring riches by 
hazard and chance, but because the tax in its application, is useful and beneficent. Your 
committee have been induced to prefer a state to a private lottery. Such a measure, it 
is true, will be novel in this state, and many doubts have been entertained of its expedi- 
ency. But the imposing precedents of many of our sister states; the almost entire desti- 
tution of appropriate resources, and the highly interesting nature of the objects in view, 
have encouraged the committee in the project. 

It is in evidence that most of the evils of lotteries are already felt by our citizens from the 
influx of lottery tickets from abroad, and that their benefits are diverted from our own 
charitable institutions, and to a large amount, pass from us to the enriching our more 
wealthy and politic neighbours. 

It is therefore apprehended by the committee, to be a prevailing dictate of wisdom and 
sound policy, to endeavor to participate in the benefits of lotteries, as a defensive measure, 
and to count upen this resource for a share of the advantages which are realized, by di- 
verting the course of these thousand little streams which now flow away from us, and by 
pouring them into the bosom of our own benevolent and public institutions. ‘The good to 
be derived, it is to be hoped from facte before the committee, will overbalance the evils ; 
and that whatever of demoralizing tendency proceeds from lotteries, the evil will, ina 
measure be avoided, by making it a state concern. ‘The practicability and success of the 
attempt, should the bill become an act, depends very much upon the virtue, intelligence, 
and perseverence of the agents selected, and their devotion to the public weal. 

From the course adopted by your committee, it will be apparent that their inquiries 
have resulted in a settled coincidence with the views of the Executive in the beneficent 
design of creating by every steady effort, and prudent measure, a permanent fund for the 
future support of common schools. Provision having’ been made by the law of 
the last session for the present exigency, the inquiries of your committee have been di- 
‘rected more particularly to the creation of a permanent fund. Existing facts denote the 
present period to be propitious to the preparatory and progressive efforts regarding the ` 
future public welfare imparted by our common schools, and which affords instruction 
both necessary and sufficient for the common purposes of life, and which at the same time 
constitutes our surest guarantee of national morals and republican institutions. The mo- 
tive is beneficent, and carries to every virtuous mind strong persuasives favourable to the 
proposition. Under the influence of these views, the committee respectfully submit to 
the consideration of the general assembly the accompanying bill, entitled ** An act, grant- 
ing a lottery for the benefit of common schools, and the education of the deaf and dumb,” 
which your committee intend should comprise and be considered their report upon sun- 
dry resolutions and petitions referred to them, upon the subject of lotteries, and which are 
herewith returned.

REPORT. 


To the General Assembly, now sitting : 


The comm ttee on education, to whom was referred so much of his excellency’s commu- 
nication as relates to the edueation of the deafand dumb, submit the accompanying bill 
for their benefit, as a report in part: 

The committee respectfully add, that from the unprovided and indigent condition of this 
portion of our population, there is an immediate demand upon the attention of the legis- 
lature required, which the bill herewith will probably sufficiently answer. Their press- 
ing want of improvement and their present incapacity for social enjoyment, self-mainte- 
nance, and public usefulness, imperatively call for some permanent provision. 

The inviting offers made by the directors of the American asylum, are in the opinion of 
the committee, decidedly benevolent and advantageous, and such as the authorities of this 
state should cordially approve and deliberately meet. ‘Fe be mindful of this unfortunate 
and distressed class, is to be just to the interests confided to our supervision. ‘The proffer 
is, to accept the aid of the funds and accommodations of their institution; and the charita- 
ble consideration of acceptance is, our public co-operation and patronage in educating the 
necessitous of this afflicted and suffering class of moral beings which are placed by Provi- 
dence under the care and protection of this government. A reference to the data in the 
report of our commissioner, demonstrates the value of the proposition, and renders a reca- 
‘ pitulation in relation to the accommodations and funds prepared, unnecessary. , 

The ages from 14 to 25 are reported the most suitable for instruction. The extent or 
numbers in this state, of those who would be the proper subjects of this education and 
charity, your committee cannot ascertain with much pretensions to accuracy, from any 
testimony before them ;—it is reckoned their present numbers will be from 20 to 30, and 
not exceeding the highest number, and most probably less; and nearly all in indigent cir- 
cumstances. The number of these who will be desirous of becoming beneficiaries, is not 
known, and must be left to the vigilance and industry of the commissioners, under the 
helps provided in the bill, and to whom the management is to be confided. 

The sum named in the act is suppesed to be adequate to the current expenses of the 
ensuing year, and it is presumed the next legislature will have more certain lights to 
guide them, and the ability to diminish or add to the amount, as may be found necessary. 

The committee are however persuaded there can be little diversity of opinion as te the

héneñts of the appropriation, The improving and enlarging the:darkened understandings 
of the deaf and dumb, and giving them a more elevated moral standing ; and: the benefits 
derivable from their instruction in the niechanic arts and trades, raises hopes-of a profitable 
resalt, and additional strength of motives to favour the proposition tendered to our àc- 
ceptance, and in approbation of the interference of the legislature..

The following communication was received from the Rev. Willard Preston, President 
of the University of Vermont, viz.— 


To the Hon. the General Assembly of the State of Vermont, now 
TN SESSİON ` [ 


GsenTLEMEN—By appointment of the honourable the corporation of the University of 
Vermont, it devolves on me to represent to your honourable body the present condition 
and prospects of the institution, of which you are the guardians, in connexion with the re- 
port of their treasurer, which has been forwarded to you. 

It is known to the public, that eighteen months since, the edifice of your University was 
reduced to ashes..——But that calamity, though deeply felt and deplored, has served only to 
give new impulse to the zeal and efforts of her patrons and friends. Arrangements were 
immediately made to rebuild on a still more extensive and much improved plan It was 
proposed to erect three edifices on the site of the former one—two wings of seventy-five 
feet each in length, and three stories high, each containing twenty-four rooms, for the ex- 
clusive accommodation of students and a centre edifice, fifty feet in front and four stories 
hich, with a projection of twelve feet in front and rear, containing a chapel and other pub- 
lic rooms. 

By the liberality of the inhabitants of Burlington, the building of the two wings has 
been contracted for—one of which has been completed, and was ready for the reception of 
students, at the commencement of the present term.—The other wing has been erected 
and finished in its exterior, and will be completed early the ensuing spring. 

For erecting the centre edifice, public charity has been solicited. and subscriptions have 
been obtained to such an amount as to warrant the belief that it will be erected the next 
season. 

In relation to the internal concerns of your University, I beg leave to remark, that the 
- several professorships are ably filled—the number of instructors is increased, and pleasing 
evidence of .apphcation to study, respect to the laws of the University, and a becoming 
moral deportment are exhilited on the part of the students.—And notwithstanding past 
disasters and the unavoidable inconyeniences which have successively been experienced, 
there has been an increase to the number of students—thirteen having been graduated at 
the last commencement, and nineteen admitted. 

Such 1s a briefstatement of the present condition and prospects of your University. 

I herewith transmit a copy of the laws of this University, and will forward, as soon as 
possible, a copy of the catalogue, now publishing, for each member of yeur honourable 
body, which I respectfuliv request you to accept.

Sin—At a meeting of delegates from the counties of Chittenden, Washington, Orange 
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and Caledonia, convened at Montpelier on the 30th day of June last, agreeable to pre- 
vious notice given for that purpose, it was resolved that a survey should be made from 
Connecticut river to Lake Champlain, in order to ascertain the practicability of opening a 
water communication between those waters, through the valley of Onion river; and A- 
raunah Waterman, John L. Woods and John Downer were appointed commissioners to 
carry the foregoing resolve into effect. 

In pursuance of said appointment, said commissioners engaged Anthony M. Hoffman, of 
Swanton. as an engineer, who proceeded to take the levels from Onion river, at Montpe- 
lier village, to Connecticut river, by the valley of Onion and Wells rivers, the result of 
which, omitting small fractions, is as follows :—From. Montpelier to the west line of Plaine 
field, being about nine miles, the rise is 165 feet; thence to the top of Judge Pitkin’s 
mill-Qam, in Mansfield, being 7 1-2 miles, the rise is 142 feet; thence to the top of Molly's 
falls, being 1 3-4 miles, the rise is 226 feet ; thence to Onion river pond,in Peacham, being 
3 3-4 miles, the rise is 344 feet-—-making the whole rise, from Montpelier to Ouion river 
pond, 877 feet—the distance 21 miles; and may be made the summit height, by a cut of 
one mile in length, of an average depth of about 24 feet, ‘ 

The fall from Onion river pond, to Wells river pond, in Groton, is 270 feet; thence to 
Lund’s pond. is 25 feet : thence to Burnham’s mill-dam. is 260 feet ; thence to Craig’s mill- 
dam, in Ryegate, is 47 feet; and thence to the mouth of Wells river, is 316 feet-~making 
the whole fall from Onionriver pond, te Connecticut river. 918 feei, & a distance of about 
19 miles; which shews that Connecticut river, at the mouth of Wells river,is 41 feetlower 
than Onion river at Montpelier village. 

The question now arises, whether a sufficient supply of water can be obtained for the 
supply of a canal, at all times, on the summit level? In reply to this, it may be stated, 
that Onion rıver pond covers more than 300 acres, from which issues a considerable stream 
even in the driest seasons ——T inis pond may be raised by a dam at the outlet 10 feet.— 
Molly’s pond lying about 3 1-2 miles west, and 250 feet higher than Onion river pond, 
contains about 50 acres, and may be raised 10 or 12 teet, the outlet of which, with the ad- 
dition of two considerable streams which fall into the same, may conveniently be carried 
into Onion river pond. 

Estimating the area of the above’ two ponds at 350 acres, by raising the water 10 feet, 
will make a reservoir of 152,460.000 cubic feet of water; and supposing the locks to be 
made 80 feet long, 12 1-2 feet wide, and 10 feet lift, they will each contain 10,000 cubic 
feet of water; and calculating two locks of water for each boat passing the summit, the 
passage of 2,000 boats will require 40,000,000 cubic feet of water for loeckage, leaving 
112,460,000 cubic feet for evaporation and filtration, exclusive of the streams now dischar- 
ged by the natural outlets of said ponds. 

Should any question arise as to the manner in which these reservoirs are to be filled, 
the answer is, by the known operations of nature they wil be filled once in each year, in 
consequence of the snows and rains which will fall on the adjacent mountains.—In addi-- 
tion to the above reservoirs, there is a bog or morass, about half a mile north, and 100 
feet higher than Onion river pond, containing about 600 actes, which may be made a re- 
servoir for the purposes aforesaid. . 

After completing the foregoing surveys, the commissioners proceeded to take the levels 
and make a survey from Montpelier aforesaid, by the valley of Stevens’ branch and white 
river to Connecticut river, which as far as has been surveyed, is as follows:—-The rise 
from Montpelier to Thwing’s mill-dam, in Barre, is 62 feet; thence to Day's, 162 feet ; 
thence to White's mill-dam, in Williamstown, 102 feet; and thence to the summit height, 
at Cutter’s pond, 57 feet—-making the whole rise to the summit level, 383 feet,—which 
may be reduced 20 feet by a cut to a level with the pond about halfa mile south of said 
Cutter’s pond— making the summit in that case 363 feet above the place of beginning ; 
and by calculation predicated on other surveys, 486 feet higher than Connecticut river, at 
the mouth of white river. 

This summit, like the former, must be supplied with water by converting the ponds in. 
the vicinity into reservoirs, and conveying their waters to the summit level. 

Te answer this purpose, there are ponds lying in the vicinity, and above said summit, 
the united area of which, is about 270 acres, which may, on an average, be raised at least 
10 feet —'These reservoirs will contain 117,612,000 cubic feet of water; and making the 
locks the same size as on the former route, the passage of 2,000 boats over the summit will 
require as before 40,000,000 cubic feet of water for lockage, which will leave 77,612,000 
cubis feet for evaporation and filtration, exclusive of the quantity how discharged by said 
ponds. 

The commissioners beg leave further to state, that they have continued their survey 
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from the place of beginning, at Montpelier, to the mouth of Dog River, aud thence they 
are extending the same up said river, to the height in Roxbury, which they expect will be 
completed in the course of next week, after which, they contemplate completing said sur- 
vey down Onion river, to the lake, as soon as may be. 

The commissioners further state, that in consequence of the want of funds to accom- 
plish the object, they were unable to make so thorough and exact surveys as they would 
wish to have done, and they made it their principal object to ascertain whether it is prac- 
ticable to connect the waters of Connecticut river with those of Lake Champlain, by a 
canal, hoping that if found so, the state would make suitable appropriations for a complete 
survey. 

And from the examinations they have made, they have no doubt but a canal compfipni- 
cation as aforesaid, 1s practicable à : 

The commissioners further think proper to observe, that in the course of their exami- 
nations, they have been informed from very respectable sources, fhat exertions are ma- 
king in Massachusetts and New- Hampshire to extend a canal fromi Boston and Dover, to 
Gonnecticut river, with a view of uniting with one to the Lakes E 

Also from Mr Clinton's survey, in Hardwick. a route may be o connect with Con- 
necticut river. by way of Wells river, or through Willinmstoyn by way of white river, 
much better than by the Passumpsick.

The select committee, raised on the petition of William Barron and Hannah D. Bar- 
ron, praying that an act may be passed granting to them the estate of William Trotter, 
deceased; to whom also was referred the remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the town 
of Bradford against said petition; who were directed by the resolution introduced by Vir. 
Merrill on the 2d inst. to report the facts in the case, and their opinion on the law, &c. 


made the following 
REPORT. 
To the General Assembly, now in session: 


Your committee, to whom the within resolution was referred, respectfully report, That 
some time in the year 1814, William Trotter was married to Hannah Barron—That they 
lived together till the 11th day of June, 1822, when the said Trotter died, leaving ames- 
tate appraised at about twelve thousand dollars, and no heir or person entitled to > inherit 
it except the said Hannah Barron, who, according to the law in force at that time, was en- 
titled only to one half of the same. 

An agent for the town of Bradford appeared before the committee, and contended that, 
the trustees for common schools in that town were entitled to the other half —And the 
agent for the said Hannah Barron contended that it had escheated to the state; and it ap- 
peared that process at law had been instituted and are now pending in the supreme court 
for the purpose of settling this question. Your committee have not reported their own 
opinion upon this question of law, because it might be deemed unusual, if not indelicate, 
for the legislature to decide and act upon a question of law while the same question is pend- 
ing before the supreme court —And also, because it was unnecessary; as an act merely 
releasing any right which the state may have, would be altogether harmless and inopera- 
tive, if it should | hereafter be found, by a decision of the court, that the property in ques- 
tion belonged to the town. And all that the petitioners ask of the state is simply such a 
release of its own claim. 

It appeared, that at the time of the said Hannah’s marriage with the said Trotter, ane 
had little or no property; but during his life-time, she received a legacy from her grand- 
father, of more than two thousand uollars—one half in personal, the other in real estate. 
It appeared also that she was the second wife of said Trotter, There was a great variety 
of testimony introduced before the committee to prove that the said Hannah was not in 
all cases kind to her late husband, and that it was not his intention that she should inherit 
the whole of his estate.—-There was also a variety of testimony before the committee to 
disprove these facts ; and upon the whole, the committee did not considér them establish- 
ed or proved, nor did they discover any thing on this subject entitled to the consideration 
of the house. 

In determining upon the propriety of such an act as the one prayed for, your commit- 
tee have taken into consideration the facts that by the provisions of the probate act, as it 
stood previous to the 1st day of March, 1822, the whole of the estate under such circum- 
stances, was given to the widow. —That a similar provision in the act which took effect at 
that time, was probably omitted through mistake ; and that a law has since been passed, 
in 1824, entitling the widow, in all such. cases, to the whole of the property. From all of 
which, your committee derive an inference that the act asked for, would be in accurdance 
‘with the general sentiment and wishes of the people If Mr. Trotter had died a few 
months earlier, or a little later, this application would have been unnecessary. 

The State of Vermont had no concern in acquiring the property of William Trotter— 
it was the result of his own exertions and industry.--He has left behind him no other heir 
than she who was his partner in life, and subject to the chances of his fortune, good or 
bad; and it may fairly be presumed, that it was his desire she should inherit what he left. 
For the state to refuse to relinquish its right under such circumstances, would, in the opin- 
ion of your committee, be a departure from those just and generous sentiments which have 
ever, hitherto, prevailed in the general assembly. 

Your committee, therefore, “recommend that the accompanying bill pass and become 


a law.

The select committee, to whom was referred the petition of Elias Keyes, stating that 
Judah D. Throop and Justin Morgan, partners under the firm of Throop & Morgan, re 
covered an unjust judgment against him; and praying that the legislature would grant 
him such relief in the premises as they may think proper and just, made the following 


REPCRT,. 
To the General Assembly, now sitting: 


The select committee, to whom was referred the petition of Elias Keyes, having care- 
fully examined and duly considered all the testimony laid before them, submit the follow- 
ing as a correct statement ol the fact~ proved before the committee — 

It appears that on the 31st of August 1818, Judah D. Throop of Royalton, and Justin 
Morgan of Bethel, in the county of Windsor, late ca-partwers in trade, under the firm of 
Throop & Morgan, commenced their action against the petitioner, claimmg $160 to bal- 
ance book accounts between the said parties, and caused the same to be entered on the 
docket of said county court for the county of Windsor, at their September term in 1818, 
and was continued to the March term, then next, for notice to said Keyes, he being at the 
time of service and entry in said court, in the state of New- York--at which March term, 
ihe petitioner appeared, and plead in abatement of said action, that one Jonathan Collins 
was a partner of saidyt hroop & Worgan in the blacksmithing business, and that said ac- 
count accrued during said partnership, and that the said.Collins ought to have been made 
aco-plaintiff with said Throop & Morgan in said action. It was afterwards agreed bê- 
tween the parties to submit the same to the determination of Norman Williams, David 
Pierce, and Zebulon Lyon, Esquires, as arbitrators to decide according to law à 
dence. or eqiuzty and justice. —Said arbitrators were to report their decision to the clerk of 
said court, and he was to enter the same on the docket as a judgment of saiu court. At 
the commencement of the trial before said arbitrators, the petitioner was present and 
called for the articles of co-partnership between the said Throop, Morgan & Collins — 
The said Throop & Morgan denied that any articles of partnership existed, or refused to 
produce them.—They presented an account for blacksmith work performed by the said 
Jonathan Collins, and no other account.—-To this account the said Keyes objected, saying 
that he had not submitted an action between Throop, Morgan & Collins .nd himself, and 
would have nothing to de with that account, as ıt was not between the parties to the ac- 
tion submitted. 

The arbitrators proceeded to hear the evidence of the said Keyes, shewing that Throop, 
Morgan & Collins were co-partners in the blacksmith business at the time the account 
accrued. After hearing the evidence aforesaid, said arbitrators delayed the further hear- 
ing of said cause a few days. 


The petitioner left court, and left Horace Everett, Esq. to attend further to said cause 
before said arbitrators, and directed him to revoke said submission if said arbitrators at- 
tempted to examine any account between other parties than Throop & Morgan on the 
one part, and the said Keyes on the other part. 

It clearly appeared before said arbitrators, that a co-partnership did exist between the 
said Throop, Morgan & Collins in the blacksmithing business, and that the account claim- 
ed by the said Throop & Morgan accrued against the said Keyes during said co-partner- 
ship, and that the work was all done by said Collins Saxd co-partnership was not made 
public by notifying the same in the newspapers, or by posting up the same in the shop‘or 
in any other place in town. No evidence was produced to show that said Keyes had any 
knowledge of the co-partnership, until after ali the work was done by the said Collins, 
and settled for by the said Keyes with the said Collins. It further appeared before said 
arbitrators, that the said Collins was before and at the time he performed said blacksmith 
work, indebted to the said Keyes in a sum exceeding the amount of said work; and that 
the said Keyes had actually settled with the said Collins for said work, and take his dis- 
charge for the same. l 

Your committee further state, that said arbitrators did proceed to a further hearing in 
said cause in the absence of said Keyes, and did examune said blacksmith account in favor 


` 
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of said Throop, Morgan & Collins, against the said Keyes, and no other account, and that 
the said Everett did not revoke said, submission as he was directed to do by the said 
Keyes; and said arbitrators reported to the clerk of said court, who, entered the same on 
the docket of said court as the judgment of said court, that Throop & Mergan recover 
against the said Keyes the sum of forty dollars damages, and thirty-four dollars thirty- 
seven cents cost of suit, and execution issued on the same, dated March 19, 1819, and the 
property of said Keyes was sold at auction to pay it 

It further appears to your committee, that at the September term of said court, in 1819, 
the petitioner made application for a new trial in said cause. but failed in his application 
on the ground that the court did not fully understand the form, the counsel of said Keves, 
and the nature ,of the action.—(Vrde affidavit from No. 1 to 18.) The last fact your 
committee learnt from one of the judges who was on the bench at the time said new trial 
was refused. 

Your committee further report, that at the October session of the general asrembly, i in 
1823, the said Elias Keyes preferred his petition for a new trial in the aforesaid cause, 
which petition wads referred to a committee; and the parties, to wit, the petitioner and 
the said Throop & Morgan, attended with their counsel, and were heard before said com- 
mittee, whose report was against granting the prayer of the petitione ,and said report was 
accepted by the general assembly. It appears that the clerk of the general assembly, in 
taxing the cost against the petitioner, allowed .o Throop & Morgan, for sigteen dayè at- 
tendance, his travel, and an attorney fee of three dollars, amounting in the whole to $13 06. 
Which bill of cost was taxed upon the representations made to the clerk by the attorney 
ofthe said Throop & Morgan, as will appear by the affidavit of the said clerk, accompa- 
nying this report. Butit is also proved by sundry affidavits. submitted to your commit- 
tee, that the said Throop & Morgan did, neither in person nor by their attorney, attend 
before the general assembly a greater number of days than from Tuesday the 2ist 
of October, to the Saturday following, being the 25th of the same month, at which time 
the said committee had agreed upon their report. ‘The evidence in support of the above 
facts is contained in the documents numbered 19 to 28 inclusive. Your committee fur- 
ther state, that evidence has been laid before them, that Throop & Morgan were duly no- 
tified that the petitioner, Elias Keyes, would present his said petition to the general assem- 
bly, on the 8th day of the present session; but that the said Throop & Morgan, nor either 
of them, nor any attorney for them have attended before your committee. 

The committee are of opinion, that the said Elias Keyes is entitled to relief, and there- 
fore report the accompanying bill.

The committee on education, to whom the above joint resolution was referred, Report, 
That the exertions.of Mr. Hutchinson in his elegant and improved edition of Whitelaw’s 
map of Vermont, merit public patronage. - The expenditures of time and money in pro- 
curing the information required to make the map of Vermont correct, and to give to it 
that finish of execution, which renders it respectable, have been very considerable. From 
the best evidence obtained, there can be little doubt but that the sales have greatly fallen 
short of that remuneration ‘which ought to be expected, and received. from a work which 
confers credit and benefit upon community. The proposition of the publisher is, that the 
treasurer of the state be authorized to purchase a map for the benefit of each organized 
town. The interest the publisher can have in it is principally, the patronage it ‘will af-
